APPENDIX I 

CONDITIONS FOiR LICENSING PUBLIC SECTOR IMPORTS UNDER THE 
BELGIAN GOVERNMENT CREDIT—1973-74. 

1. The licence will be Issued with a validity period of twelve months but firm 
orders on C.I.F./C&F basis must be placed on the Belgian suppliers and copies of 
the same furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Deptt. of Economic Affairs within 
four months from the date of issue of the Import licence. The term firm order 
means purchase orders placed by the Indian Licensee on the foreign supplier dulv 
supported by confirmation from the latter or purchase contract duly signed by both 
the Indian Importer and the foreign supplier. If firm orders cannot be finalised 
within the time limit of four months the Ilcencee should submit to the Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports (CCI&E) or other licensing authorities as the case 
may be, a proposal seeking an extension in the ordering period alongwith iustiflea- 
tlon and explanation as to why ordering could not be completed within the initial 
validity p^irlod. Such requests for extension in the ordering period will be consider- 
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ed on the merit of each case by the licensing authorities who may grant extension 
upto a further maximum period of 2 months. If however, extension is sought beyond 
0 months from the date of issue of Import licence such proposal should tnvarlaDly 
bo referred by the licensing authorities to the Department of Economic Ailaira, 
(W.E. hi Section), Ministry of Finance. The licence codea “S” and “BE” should be 
Indicated in the first and second auffix after the licence number. The correct licence 
code should be used in all the shipping documents as well as in the “S” form re¬ 
quired to be furnished to the Indian Bank at the time of rupee deposits. 

2. Only goods of Belgian origin are eligible for being financed imder this credit. 

3. The licence will not be valid for remittances from India. Payments to the 
Belgian Suppliers can be made only in accordance with the procedure set forth in 
paragraph 6—10 below. 

4. The contracts of supply between the Indian Importer and the Belgian Sup¬ 
plier should provide lor the import being financed out of the Belgian Government 
credit in accordance with the procedures set forth in these Licensing Conditions, and 
should also be made subject to approval by the Government of India. Importers 
should take special care to inform the Suppliers about this condition and also in¬ 
corporate a clause to this effect in the supply contract. Moreover approved orders 
should not be cancelled without prior concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs. 

5. The value of the contract should be exix>sed In Belgian Frances The contract 
should normally provide for cash payment out of the Belgian Government Credit on 
presentation of smpplng documents. For any customary performance guarantee, the 
Suppliers could be asked to furnish a bank, guarantee. 

0. As soon as possible after the contracts are concluded, the Importer should 
request the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs W.E. Ill Section to 
iMue a Letter of Authority for payments to the Belgian Suppliers. This request 
should be accompanied by six photostat/certlfled copies of the contract/supply 
order. The following information should also be sent to the Department of Economic 
Affairs alongwith the contracts/supply order—

(vl) Time for delivery (A schedule indicating probable dates and amounts of 
payments to the supplier may also be given), 

(vil) DetEdled list of shipping documents, like Bill of Lading Invoices, certi¬ 
ficate of Origin, etc. which the National Bank of Belgium should 
demand from the Suppliers before’ making payment, together with the 
number of copies of each document required. 

(viii) Indian Agents’ Commission, if any. Included In the contract (Amount or 
percentage to be indicated). 

(ix) Branch of any Nationalised Bank to which the original documents nego¬ 
tiated should be sent by the National Bank of Belgium. 

(x) Date upto which the letter of authority to the National Bank of Belgium 
should be valid. i 

(xl) Special instructions, if any. 

7. On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order, and the information 
required In paragraph 6 above, the Department of Economic Affairs will forward a 
copy of the contract to the Belgian Ministry of Foreign Affairs and External Trade 
together with number and date of issue of the import licence by the appropriate 
import licensing authority In India and the nature of goods to be supplied and also 
issue a letter of authority to the National Bank of Belgium (in form at Annexure I) 
authorising payment to the suppliers against shipping documents.
